Lifeway  team  shares  gospel  with  Kenyans

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  — 
Inside  a  tiny  mud  hut  in  a 
remote  village,  I  sat  between  my 
two  Kenyan  interpreters.  Across 
from  the  three  or  us  sat  Evelyn, 
a  young  Kenyan  woman  who 
looked  to  be  in  her  mid-20s.

I  explained  to  Evelyn  that  I 
had  come  from  America 
because  God  wanted  me  to 
share  his  message  with  her.  She 
listened  intently  as  I  presented 
the  gospel.  Then  she  bowed  her 
head  and  prayed  to  accept 
Jesus  as  her  Savior. 

Later  she  explained  to  us, 
"Last  night  I  had  a  dream  that 
three  men  would  come  visit  me. 
One  of  them  was  a  white  man, 
the  other  two  were  Africans." 


A  coincidence?  No  way! 

Evelyn  hacfna  way  of  know¬ 
ing  that  the  three  or  us  would 
visit  her  that  day,  but  God 
knew  and  he  had  prepared  her 
heart  to  hear  his  message.  My 
visit  with  Evelyn  is  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  many  divine 
appointments  God  had 
planned  for  the  29  members  of 
the  LifeWay  mission  team  as 
we  ministered  for  eight  days  in 
July  along  the  western  border 
of  Kenya,  from  Lake  Victoria 
north  to  Busia. 

Those  of  us  who  went  on 
this  mission  trip  experienced 
God  in  ways  difficult  to  trans¬ 
late  into  words.  We  recorded 
5,963  professions  of  faith,  bap¬ 
tized  464  people  and  started  26 
new  churches.  We  may  have 
experienced  more  of  God  in 
eight  days  than  many 
American  Christians  experi¬ 
ence  in  a  lifetime. 

The  professions  of  faith 
were  recorded  mostly  one, 
two,  and  three  or  more  at  a 
time  as  we  walked  with  our 
interpreters  an  estimated 
combined  700  miles  (the  dis¬ 
tance  from  Nashville,  Tenn., 
to  Fort  Worth,  Texas),  witness¬ 
ing  village  to  village,  hut  to 
hut,  on  dirt  roads,  in  sugar¬ 
cane  fields,  in  shops,  in  hospi¬ 
tals,  and  along  tne  shores  of 
Lake  Victoria. 

The  name  of  every  person 
who  prayed  to  receive  Christ 
was  recorded  by  the  Kenyans 
for  follow-up.  We  left  the 
Kenyan  churches  with  a 
tremendous  amount  of  follow¬ 
up  to  do.  I  am  confident  they 
can  and  will  do  it,  but  they 
need  our  prayers.

But  this 
opportunity  was  one  I  could 
not  miss.  It  looked  like  a  scene 
out  of  The  Commission  maga- 


to  Christ.  I  was  so  disappoint¬ 
ed  at  the  end  of  the  day. 
Imagine  in  the  United  States 
saying  you  are  disappointed 
because  you  led  only  10  people 
to  Christ  in  a  day! 

The  following  day  my  team 
was  moved  to  a  town  called 
Bumala.  This  area,  too,  was  a 
"difficult  area"  we  were  told. 
But  I  led  61  people  to  the  Lord 
that  day  (50  before  noon!)  and 
56  the  next  day.  The  people 
there  are  eager  to  hear  the 
gospel.  They  only  need  some¬ 
one  to  go  and  tell  them.

With  the  mountains  of 
Uganda  in  the  background,  a 
long  line  of  new  believers 
waded  into  the  water  four  at  a 
time  to  be  baptized  by  four  of 
us  Americans,  while  hundreds 
of  Christians  lined  the  shore¬ 
singing,  clapping,  cheering  on 
the  new  believers.  Never  have  I 
seen  such  an  outpouring  of  gen¬ 
uine  joy  at  a  baptismal  service. 

Each  person  baptized 
received  a  Swahili  Bible  and  a 
booklet  for  new  Christians 
titled,  "Growing  in  Christ."  For 
most  of  them,  this  Bible  was  the 
first  they  have  ever  owned. 
How  excited  and  proud  they 
were  to  have  a  Bible  of  their 
very  own. 

The  26  new  churches  that 
were  started  are  located  mostly 
in  villages  and  towns  without 
any  other  evangelical  church. 
Most  are  without  pastors.  Most 
worship  under  trees.  Pray  for 
those  26  new  churches.  Pray 
that  God  would  raise  up  strong 
leaders.  And  pray  they  would 
have  church  buildings  soon. 

Two  things  deeply  impact¬ 
ed  me  on  this,  my  fourth,  trip 
to  Kenya. 

First,  the  people  are  so  hun¬ 
gry  for  the  gospel.  On  my 
worst"  day  I  worked  in  a  par¬ 
ticularly  difficult  area  called 
Buroma  and  led  only  10  people

One  Kenyan  woman  who 
prayed  to  receive  Christ  asked 
one  of  our  team  members  how 
long  we  were  staying  in  Kenya. 
When  she  heard  we'd  be 
returning  to  the  United  States 
in  just  a  few  days,  she  replied, 
"How  can  you  go  back  to 
America  so  soon  when  there 
are  so  many  lost  people  here?" 

Some  of  our  team  members 
witnessed  a  crippled  boy  who 
crawled  down  a  rocky  path  to 
the  church  service  to  hear  about 
Jesus.  His  knees  were  bloodied 
when  he  arrived,  but  his  face 
bore  a  smile. 

Secondly,  I  was  impressed 
by  the  dedication  of  the 
Kenyan  Christians.  Some  of 
them  would  walk  or  ride  their 
bicycles  up  to  20  miles  one  way 
to  help  us  witness  to  the  lost.  In 
the  United  States,  how  many  of 
us  walk  across  the  street  to  tell 
someone  about  Jesus? 

For  those  who  did  not  have 
the  opportunity  to  go  on  this 
year's  trip,  we  expect  the 
Kenya  Baptist  Convention  to 
request  another  LifeWay  volun¬ 
teer  team  to  work  near  the 
same  area  next  year  and  to 
make  an  eternal  difference. 

I  remember  one  elderly

Prostate  Cancer:  Know  the  Facta 


Joe  is  a  53-year-old  executive.  He  has  enjoyed  good  health,  and  has  made 
great  efforts  to  stay  healthy.  Rarely  taking  a  sick  day  from  work,  Joe  was  m, 
alarmed  whan  he  began  noticing  blood  in  htt  urine,  along  with  pain  and 
increased  frequency  of  urination,  as  Well  as  nausea,  weight  loss  arid  fatigue. 
An  appointment  with  his  doctor  confirmed  Joe's  worst  fears:  he  had  developed 
cancer  of  the  prostate. 

Prostate  cancer  is  the  most  common  cancer  among  American  men,  and  ? 
is  the  second  leading  cause  of  cancer  deaths  among  that  group.  The  W 
American  Cancer  Society  (ACS)  estimates  that  about  245,000  men  in  the 
United  States  will  be  diagnosed  with  prostate  cancer  this  year;  about 
40,000  will  die  of  the  disease.  Roughly  one  of  every  eight  American  men 
will  develop  prostate  cancer  in  their  lifetime. 

Although  the  statistics  may  seem  alarming,  there  is  hope.  Prostate  cancer, 
if  caught  in  the  early  stages,  is  very  treatable.  The  key  is  to  get  regular 
examinations.  Both  the  American  Urological  Association  and  the  American 
Cancer  Society  recommend  annual  prostate  cancer  screenings  from  ages 
50-70,  and  annual  screenings  beginning  at  age  40  for  men  at  high  risk 
(African-American  men  and  those  with  a  family  history  of  the  disease.) 


Baptist  will  hold  two  free  community  prostate  cancer  screenings  in 
September  -  Sept.  24  in  the  Radiation  Oncology  Suite  at  Baptist  Medical 
Center  from  4:30-6:30  p.m.,  and  Sept.  29  at  the  Mississippi  Urology  Clinic, 
1421  N.  State  Street,  Jackson  from  4:30-7:30  p.m.  It  will  only  take  a  few  minutes, 
but  these  screenings  could  save  your  life.

2  Peter  2:1-3, 10b-21

The  story,  "Blind  Man  Goes 
To  Movies,"  tells  of  a  pitiable 
creature  with  dark  glasses,  and 
a  tin  cup,  patiently  waiting  for 
some  small  contribution.  A 
kindly  man  passed  by  and  gen¬ 
erously  dropped  a  dime  in  the 
poor  fellow's  cup.  Then  for 
some  reason  he  turned  around, 
and  to  his  surprise  saw  the  blind 
man's  glasses  pushed  up  and 
his  eager  eyes  closely  examining 
the  recent  gift. 

"I  thought  you  were  a  blind 
man,"  said  the  disgruntled 
donor.  "Oh,  no,"  was  the 
answer,  "I  am  only  substituting 
for  the  regular  blind  man. 
"Well,  where  is  the  regular  blind 
man?"  asked  the  other.  "Oh,  he's 


gone  to  the  movies,  it's 

is  afternoon  off."  _ 

Peter  warned  stem-  Sims 
ly  of  heretics  who 
would  slip  slyly  in  among  the 
people  and  win  many  to  their 
heresies.  Many  would  even 
deny  the  Lord  and  follow  false 
pagan  gods.  God  knew  their 
faces  of  deceit  and  would  bring 
final  judgement  and  doom. 

Denial  of  truth  (2:1-3).  The 
appearance  of  false  teachers 
among  God's  people  was  not 
new.  Paul  had  earlier  written  to 
the  Galatians,  condemning  false 
teachers.  He  later  warned  the 
elders  of  Ephesus  in  Asia  that 
men  would  arise  and  speak  per¬ 
verse  facts.  The  Gnostic  heretics 
were  trying  to  dissolve  the  hue 
doctrine  of  God,  denying  the 


Lordship  of  Christ.  This 
heresie  was  destructive, 
and  if  not  noticed  would 
casually  destroy  their 
faith.  The  phrase  "swift 
destruction"  conveyed 
the  idea  that  these 
heretics  would  self- 
destruct.  Heresy  soon 
leads  to  deterioration  of 
character  and  finally  eter¬ 
nal  death.  The  most  seri¬ 
ous  false  teaching  was  the  denial 
of  the  Lord  who  had  purchased 
them  by  his  death.  Peter  contin¬ 
ually  reminded  the  believers  of 
God's  grace  at  Calvary. 

Disgusting  lives  (2:10b-16). 
Starting  in  verse  10,  Peter  began 
to  list  tne  traits  of  false  teachers. 
They  are  "presumptuous,"  with 
plenty  of  nerve,  ready  to  defy 
God  and  man.  "Self-willed, 
they  had  no  desire  to  please 
anyone  except  themselves. 
What  a  pitiful  life,  when  life  is 
only  lived  for  self.  Jesus  admon¬ 
ished  us  to  deny  self  —  and  fol¬ 
low  him!  "Speak  evil"  or  slan¬ 
dering,  referred  to  character 


assassination.  We  should 
always  be  careful  of  those  who 
degrade  others.  The  phrase  in 
verse  11  "before  the  Lord,' 
should  awaken  our  motives  for 
all  we  do.  Everything  we  say, 
write,  or  even  think  is  before  the 
Lord.  He  knows  my  every 
action.  If  we  believed  this  truth, 
we  would  think  before  we 
spoke,  pray  before  we  accused, 
and  wg?t  when  others  are  hurt. 
Truly,  God  watches  over  us. 

Peter  described  these  self- 
willed  people  in  verse  12  as 
"beasts. '  They  were  pretending 
to  be  experts  in  every  area,  yet 
they  were  as  noisy  and  irra¬ 
tional  as  a  herd  of  cattle.  If  you 
know  someone  who  claims 
they  know  all  —  be  careful. 
They  only  desire  to  hear  them¬ 
selves,  and  pursue  a  place  of 
power  for  self.  We  must 
remember,  unrighteousness 
will  receive  due  reward. 

Deceitful  paths  (2:17-21). 
Peter  said  that  these  false  teach¬ 
ers  spoke  many  words  which 
amounted  to  nothing.  They  used 


desires  of  the  flesh  to  entice  their 
hearers  into  immorality.  This 
reminds  us  of  the  commercial 
life  of  the  beer  industry.  They 
paint  a  beautiful  scene  of  no 
problems,  plenty  of  money,  and 
best  of  all  no  one  in  authority. 
Yet,  when  all  is  said,  this  beer 
industry  denies  reports  of  fami¬ 
lies  separating  ana  even  denies 
innocent  victims  of  death 
because  of  drunk  drivers.  We 
must  continuously  be  on  guard 
against  destructive  teaching  con¬ 
trary  to  God's  Holy  Word.  We 
must  raise  the  standard,  reject 
this  devilish  morality,  looking 
only  to  Jesus.  Low  moral  stan¬ 
dards  present  problems  that 
Christians  must  face  coura¬ 
geously  and  constructively.  May 
our  daily  prayer  be:  "Father,  as  I 
pray  that  you  would  give  my 
family,  my  church,  and  my  city  a 
new  eagerness,  a  fresh  hunger 
and  thirst  for  your  Word,  remind 
me  that  revival  begins  with  one 
heart ...  make  it  mine."

Control  your  anger 

Prov.  12:16;  14:17,  29;  15:18;  16:32;  19:11; 
22:24-25;  25:28;  27:4  29:20,  22

We  all  lose  our  tempers  from 
time  to  time.  Even  Jesus  lost 
his  temper  with  money-chang¬ 
ers  in  tne  temple!  Anger  can  be 
very  dangerous  when  it  gets 
out  of  hand.  We  all  know  what 
makes  us  angry,  but  how  we 
deal  with  that  anger  can  tell 
whether  we  are  wise  or  foolish. 

Uncurbed  anger  (12:16;  14:17; 
25:28;  29:20,22).  Proverbs  tells  us 
that  reacting  impulsively  when 
provoked  will  only  cause  trouble. 
The  person  who  impulsively  acts 
out  in  anger  commits  many  sins. 
I  feel  as  if  I  commit  enougn  sins 
without  tacking  on  some  com¬ 
mitted  in  anger!  When  caught  in 


a  provoking  situation, 
the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  Simmons 
stop  and  think  before 
any  words  are  spoken.  In  practic¬ 
ing  self-control  we  develop  one 
of  the  fruits  of  the  spirit! 

At  school,  children  some¬ 
times  pass  insults  back  and 
forth  betweeneach  other.  Those 
students  who  let  the  words  "roll 
off  their  back"  are  wise,  show¬ 
ing  self-control.  By  choosing  to 
avoid  a  situation  that  could  get 
them  into  trouble,  these  stu¬ 
dents  are  gaining  self-confi¬ 
dence  and  learning  valuable 
life-lessons.  Those  students  who 
always  choose  to  "fight  back" 
with  words  or  their  fists  are 
foolish  and  lack  self-control.  A 


student  who  cannot  con¬ 
trol  their  anger  ends  up 
in  the  principal's  office 
for  fighting  with  another 
classmate  or  showing 
disrespect  to  a  teacher. 

Contagious  anger 
(22:24-25).  Another  wise 
verse  in  Proverbs  warns 
us  not  to  associate  with 
people  who  have  prob¬ 
lems  controlling  their  anger.  I 
believe  if  a  person  only  hangs 
around  with  others  who  do  not 
live  for  Jesus,  that  person  could 
begin  to  pick  up  some  of  their 
mannerisms,  beliefs,  and  even 
some  of  their  habits.  It  is  not  a 
conscious  effort  to  become  like 
those  around  us,  but  it  easily 
happens.  It  is  not  wrong  to  be 
friends  with  non-believers 
because  it  is  a  good  witness 
opportunity,  but  Christians  also 
need  to  surround  themselves 
with  strong  believers  who  can 
encourage  them  in  their 
Christian  walk. 


As  a  teacher  it  is  most  unset¬ 
tling  to  hear  on  the  news  where 
young  people  have  gone  into 
their  school  building  with  guns 
to  shoot  teachers  ana  classmates. 
The  school  should  be  a  safe- 
haven  for  students  to  gain 
knowledge,  to  build  self-confi¬ 
dence,  and  to  discover  talents.  I 
am  sure  that  these  boys  have  not 
always  wanted  to  bring  guns  to 
school  to  kill  their  classmates,  but 
somewhere  along  the  way  they 
met  the  wrong  person  who  start¬ 
ed  them  down  this  path  of 
destruction.  Please  pray  for  all 
our  students  as  they  go  back  to 
school  and  deal  with  temptations 
and  meet  other  students  that 
could  change  their  lives  forever! 

Controlled  anger  (14:29; 
15:18;  16:32;  19:11).  We  studied 
the  verse  last  week  that  stated, 
"a  soft  answer  turns  away 
anger."  The  key  to  anger  is  to  be 
in  control  of  our  words  and  our 
actions.  Whenever  I  am  upset  I 
clean  house!  Doing  something 


with  my  hands  channels  the 
anger  into  my  work,  and  by  the 
time  the  house  is  spotless,  my 
anger  is  gone.  Also,  another  way 
to  stop  anger  is  to  pray  about  the 
situation.  If  we  ask  God  for  self- 
control  he  will  help  us  to  control 
what  is  making  us  mad. 

Unfortunately,  some  people 
cannot  get  control  of  their  anger 
and  they  channel  it  in  negative 
ways  such  as  verbal  or  physical 
abuse.  If  anger  is  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem  in  your  life  where  you  are 
not  in  control,  please  seek  help. 
Confide  in  someone  who  is  a 
Christian  and  ask  them  to  pray 
for  you  and  hold  you  account¬ 
able  for  your  anger.  Go  to  your 
pastor  or  seek  a  counselor  and 
get  some  information  on  how  to 
gain  control.  Do  not  let  anger 
rule  your  life  because  it  can 
destroy  it  if  your  temper  is  not 
held  in  check.

Bill  Wallace,  a  Southern  Baptist  missionary  Wallace 

tortured  to  death  in  a  communist  Chinese  prison  47  years  ago. 
The  monument  was  placed  in  Greenwood  Cemetery  by  Annie 
Fong,  who  served  as  a  student  nurse  unefer  Wallace  in 
Wuchow,  China,  at  the  time  of  his  arrest.  Chiseled  into  the 
stone  in  both  Chinese  and  English  are  the  words  of  Philippians 
1:21  —  "For  me  to  live  is  Christ"  —  chosen  by  Wallace's 
coworker  Everley  Hayes  for  the  original  obelisk  placed  on 
Wallace's  grave  in  China.  Wallace's  remains  were  returned  to 
the  UnitedStates  in  1985  and  interred  in  Greenwood  Cemetery. 
The  drama  of  Wallace's  missionary  life  and  death  were  cap¬ 
tured  in  the  classic  biography,  "BUI  Wallace  of  China,"  which 
has  inspired  thousands  of  young  people  to  consider  God's  call 
to  overseas  missions.
